Work Done by Pupils of Public Schools Makes Interesting 
Exhibit — Prizes Awarded for Excellence in Sewing 
and Manual Training 


Useful and pretty graments, furniture 
which would be an ornament to any home 
and delectable food, to say nothing of an 
exhibition of drawing and painting which 
tends toward the creation and Seal 
of what is beautiful — all the work of pupil 
in the Andover public schools, filled Punchard 
hall and attracted hundreds of admiring 
parents and friends during yesterday after- 
noon and evening. Those who did not take 
advantage of the opportunity to inspect the 
display yesterday will have another chance 
this afternoon and evening. 

The walls were lined with the drawing 
work of the children of all grades, done under 
the supervision of Miss Dorothy Farnham, 
showing the successive stages of Ferer 
cutting, coloring, and tearing in the lower 
grades, on through examples of arrangement, 
composition, design, illustration and mechan- 
ical drawing in the upper grades, Attention 
has also been paid to printing and good 
technique in water-color work, 

On the stage were three sand tables ar- 
ranged by children in Grades I, II, and III 
of the Shawsheen and foe schools repre- 
senting a Japanese village and two Dutch 
villages. Houses, windmills, cattle and 
tulip gardens were all the work of the 
children’s fingers. Some interesting ex- 
amples of soap modeling were the work of 
children in Grade VI. 

The results of the interest and industry of 
the Arts and Crafts club of the Junior High 
school, under Miss Bernice Stimpson filled 
a long table, Glass candlesticks and boxes, 
with dainty painted designs, book-ends, 
paper-cutters and thermometers, tinted 
prints and leather work were included in this 
collection, 

The work of English III of the High school 
attracted much favorable comment. Indi- 
vidual magazines, many of them with clever 
illustrations, included in the written matter 
two narratives, one long story, one short 
criticism, a book review, two short descrip- 
tions, two poems, one dramatization or an 
original one-act play. The collection by 

Stuart Murphy with original pen and ink 
sketches showed originality and talent. 
Under the direction of Miss Margaret 

Hinchelifle a variety of dishes had been 
prepared by members of the cooking classes 
in Grade VIII from recipes used in class 
during the year. Cakes and custards vied 
with meats, salads, and muffins in such vari- 
ety that there seemed to be conclusive evid- 
dence that the young cooks were prepared 
to spread an appetizing table on any occa- 
sion, 

Racks of dresses in bright colors and 
varying style gave one end of the hall the 
appearance of a costumer’s. These garments 
were the work of Grade VIII, under the 
direction of Mrs. Cecilia Derrah. The work 
of Grade VIL taught by Miss Margaret 
Hinchcliffe and Miss Dorothy Farnham 
included bags, underwear, and aprons.

STOLEN SILVER 
GOES UNCLAIMED 


Romance and Tragedy of 
French Girl and Her 
German Husband. 


New York.—Some time ayo there 
appeared in the newspupers a little 
item telling of a set of silverware 
which, stolen by a German from the 
home of a villager in a small tow) fn 
the northern part of France during 
the Teuton invasion of 1914, had been 
returned to the village by the German 
with a sincere expression of contrition 
for his theft. 

Not knowing the exact name or ad- 
dress of the owner of the idlverware 
he had forwarded it to the mayor of 
the little town, asking that executive 
to kindly locate the owner and see 
that the property was once again 
placed in his hands. 

But—strange as it may seem—the 
mayor was unable to discover the real 
owner, although he made diligent 
search. And to this day the exact 
identity of the one to whom the sil- 
verware really belongs remuins a mys- 
tery. At least officially it does. The 
mayor has his own beliefs and sup 
positions, and, as told to a New 
Yorker who was touring the northern 
section of France lust summer and 
fall and has recently returned to New 
York, they make an interesting story. 

This New Yorker, Louis Aschen- 
felder, a well-known local singing 
teacher, studied music for many 
years abroad, mostly in France and 
Belgium, and knows both countries 
and the customs of their people well. 


Sole Topic of Discussion. 


It was in September, just shortly 
after the purloined silverware had 
been received by the mayor of H——, 
that Mr. Aschenfelder arrived at that 
town. The place was naturally in a 
state of grent excitement. The sole 
topic under discussion by the town’s 
total population, which numbered 
only a few hundred, was the silver 
and the possible identity of its owner. 
Of course, the task of the mayor 
was complicated by the fact that, due 
to the heavy artillery warfare which 
obtained in that part of the country, 
almost throughout the whole perlod 
of the war, many houses had been 
reduced to mere piles of stone and 
mortar, unrecognizible even by their 
owners, who, returning after the ces- 
sation of hostilities, had taken only 
one look at their former dwelling 
places and then, unable to bear the 
thought of ever aguin seeing the ruins 
or even living in any sort of proximity 
to them, had hurrtedly left for parts 
unknown. 

It {s, very likely, to one of these 
families that the silverware belongs. 
And the mayor, according to the story 
he told Mr. Aschenfelder, has an ink- 
ling, or at least a premonition, as to 
the identity of the owners, but so far 
has sald nothing, officially. 

“In the period between the Fra xco- 
Prussian war and the outbreak of 
the world conflict {n 1914,” the mayor 
pointed out to Mr. Aschenfelder, 
“there were, as you know, a good 
many German students, lecturers, 
travelers and professors who toured 
this section of France. 

“Most of these ‘tourists’ passed on 
after a brief sojourn in our midst, 
but here and there one would ‘settle’ 
down for periods varymg In length 
from several months to several years, 
perhaps longer. We thought then 
they had only come because they en- 
joyed the camaraderie of the people 
here and the beauties of our scenery. 
Since then, however, we have found 
out that if they were Interested in 
our hills and valleys from the stand- 
point of esthetic appreciation they 
were none the less interested {pn them 
as stamping grounds for future artil- 
lery operations and infantry ma- 
neuvers. 

Painter “Settles” There. 

“One young lad, | remember, ac 
tually did ‘settle’ right near our vil- 
lage, buying a tiny farmhouse some 
distance up the road and Installing 
himself as a ‘painter’ of landscapes. 
He certainly could paint. 

“One day when he was sketching 
down near the river a girl from our 
own village came upon him. It ap- 
pears he was sketching on her land 
and that, while she would not have 
minded this in one of her own coun- 
trymen, she resented it very strongly 
in him, because of the fact that the 
scourge of the Franco-Prussian war 
had been lald very heavily apon her 
family and she, in consequence, dis- 
liked all subjects of the country which 
had provoked the conflict. 

“Her own mother and father had 
died shortly after her birth. She was 
without other near relatives and prac- 
tically alone in the world. The paint- 
er, however, refused to budge from 
her land. 

“She appealed to the authorities 
and he was officially dispossessed. 
But only temporarily. Two days later 
he, was back again, canvas, easel 
palette, paints and all. Again she 
ordered him off, and when he would 
not go she tore up the picture he was 
painting. But this did not faze him, 
for a week had hardly elapsed before 
he was back in the same place, And 
now she began to grow suspicious. 

“On her property was a splendid 
high-browed hill with rich timber, 
and {t was in this hill that the artist 
appeared to be Interested. Of course, 
it went without saying that a battery 
of artillery enscon‘ed on one side of 
this slope and camouflaged with the 
foliage overhead would have had a 


communding sweep of the entire 
countryside, And the young girl, 
whose mind had been filled with little 
else since childhood but stories of 
the war of 1870, and to whom, tn con- 
sequence, every timbered lane and 
hillock seemed to conceal a battalion 
of Prussian Infantry or a battery of 
artillery, divined this pecullarly mill- 
tary fact herself and arrived at the 
conclusion that it was for this rea- 
son, and for this reason alone, that 
the young artist with the Teuton ac- 
cent was Interested in the hill. 

“And she guessed that if’ he was 
interested in that particular hiil for 
such a reason, then there must be 
other points ubsut the neighboring 
countryside In which he would be fn- 
terested for the sume reuson, So she 
decided to change her attitude und to 
tind out us much as she could about 
the young mun and his activities. 
Accordingly, on the occasion of his 
third visit she appeured to be grudg- 
ingly wiiling to grant him permission 
to complete his painting, if only he 
would not bother her in the course of 
doing so and would get off the place 
as soon as he had finished. 

“But, of course, as I suld befure, 
she was very pretty and, for some 
reason or another, always seemed to 
be pursuing some kind of duty which 
led her tn the vicinity of the puinter 
und his easel, and so It was not long 
before he had fallen head over heels 
in love with her. 

“This, you may be sure, was a little 
more than she had expected. But, 
having once begun the game, there 
was nothing for her to do but to play 
it to the end. 

They Were Married. 

“And I do not think there is any 
doubt that in time she cate, after a 
fashion, to return this affection. At 
uny rate, {In 1900 they were married 

“She had many friends In the town 
und he, likewise, during his stay in 
the vicinity had made a number of 
pleasant acquuintances, so they re 
ceived, of course, # goodly comple: 
ment of gifts. My father was mayor 
at the time and | remember accom. 
panying him to the home and mixing 
with the people and seeing the 
presents. 

“Some of the gifts were very costly 
Some simple. All, however, were fine 
to look upon, but noone more so than 
a set of silverware which, | thought. 
to be the most stunning set I had 
ever seen. Evidently the bride and 
yroom did not share this opinion, for 
they had not given {t any place of 
prominence in the display, simply per- 
mitting It te rest to one side In an 
inobtrusive fushion. 

“The exnet cut and style of the sil 
ver TP oenunnot recall today. for that 
wus over twenty-seven yeurs ugo. One 
hing ? de remember, however, and 
‘hat is my father telling me that this 
oarticuhin gift had come from the 
bridegroom's folks ty Germany and 
hat they had not marked it with his 
nine hecause, recording to the story 
my father told me, they did not ap 
nrove of his going away from the 
autherlind to live, and so considered 
him Ina way, lost to them and dend. 
or. ut any rate, quite nameless, 

“Of course. this madeeit look as 
though his visit here and his remain 
ing in France was the outcome of 
some sort of quarrel. 

“Ills wife. however, was not to be 
too eusily fooled. My futher used to 
suy in the privacy of his family that 
he belleved the young girl had mur 
ried the pulnter merely because she 
believed that as his wife she might 
in the event of his actually being en 
eaged In any sort of ‘spy’ work, be 
able to render a decided service to 
her country und at the same time 
pay off some of the debts which she 
felt due from her to the empire across 
the Rhine. 

“But as the years went on, my 
futher used to tell us, the girl begun 
to grow more and more perplexed 
‘Try as she would she could not sur: 
prise her hushand In a_ single en 
deavor to carry on any converse, se 
cret or otherwise, with any agency 
In his native Innd. She began to 
wonder if perhups her earlier conclu 
sions had been too hastily and un 
fairly drawn. 

“And then, just when all the evi 
dence seemed to Indicate that indeed 
they had been. she came upon him 
one night down by that hill near the 
river where she had first seen him 
There was a rather bright moon tin 
the sky, and. as she spproached 
within several feet of him before he 
became nware of her presence, she 
could see that he was making 
sketches or drawings of some kind 
on a pad. 

A Surreptitious Sketch. 

“Ot course, when he turned und 
saw her he sald it was only part of a 
pieture he was sketching, but she 
tore the pad from his hands and 
found that it contained a ‘sketch’ not 
only of the hill but of the entire 
countryside for many miles around 
And In the ‘sketch’ this hill domi 
nated the entire neighborhood, its 
udvantuge as an operating base for 
an artillery battery being thus clearly 
Indicated and emphasized. At the 
bottom of the pad were brief nota 
tlons, figures which, as she divined 
set forth the estimated distances be 
tween this hill and other villages 
round about. 

“With the indublitable confirmation 
of all her worst suspicions in her 
hands, she denounced him flercely 
for his duplicity and treachery and 
said she would turo bim over at once 
to the authorities. 

“From the girl nerself, during the 
war, | learned something—a sort of 
sketchy outline of the whole story of 
her life with the painter--but a 
scanty and chaotic story it was, and 
one with huge gups which I have 
filled In myself as best I could. 
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“It was, then, in the summer of 
1914 that she discovered him In the 
moonlight with this carefully detailed 
map of the countryside. 

“When he saw thut Indeed he could 
not deceive lier a8 to the military 
character of the map, he told her she 
must keep it a secret and sald that 
he had been conducting the sufvey 
not for the German government, as 
she suspected, but for the French 
government. Of course, she did not 
believe this and threatened to go at 
once and spread the alarm through 
the village. 

“He pleaded with her not to do 
this, pointing out that since {it was 
generally feared the Germans were 
preparing for a war of some kind, It 
would be dangerous to let them know 
of the strategic position enjoyed by 
the hill In question. And if a row 
were raised ubout the matter he said 
this fact would be sure to be bruited 
far and wide. 

“He finally succeeded in dissuading 
her from taking any immediate ac- 
tion. It was agreed that on the mor- 
row she would get in touch with the 
authorities and tearn from them 
whether he was working for the 
French government or not. In the 
meantime she took possession of the 
map. But on the morrow he was gone 
and the map, which he had taken 
while she slept, was gone witb him. 

Then Came the War. 

“And then the war broke out and 
before many months the German 
urmies were swarming over our sec- 
tion of the country in huge musses., 
Finally, they concentrated their drive 
on a certain sector in which our vil- 
lage seemed to be the keypoint. For 
days the battle wuged. ‘The young 
girl, In danger of her life, crept up 
to the French positions to tell them 
of the strategic advantages of tlhe 
hill on her property. And one of the 
young officers accompanied her to the 
hill and showed her a French battery 
ensconced there. The commanding 
officer of the battery was her hus- 
band. 

“Of course, In view of this, the 
poor wife could not do enough to try 
and make up to the artist-soldier for 
her doubts and suspicions concerning 
him. Nor was there much time in 
that place or on tha! occasion. They 
agreed to meet later at a _ certain 
designated place if the line of battle 
did not shift too muterially. And then 
they parted. 

“During that same nolght the Ger- 
man gunners found the exact range 
of the artillery on the hill and de- 
molished it completely. Next day the 
French were driven out of the sector 
and the Prussians took ft over. 

“Two weeks later when the French. 
with heavy reinforcements, launched 
a counter-attack and again conquered 
the sector, two German artillery offi- 
cers were found dead beside two de 
molished German cannon on the bill 
on the French girl's property. And 
one of these officers was her hus- 
band. 

“What happened to her after that 
nobody knows. But itt ts very likely 
that, if she is not dead, she fenrs to 
once again live among her country 
men; at any rate, In this section 
where she Is so well known, in view 
of the treachery of her husband. 

“The set of silverware, of course, |! 
belleve to be that gift which came 
from the Fatherland unmarked, thus 
being served up as u sort of decoy to 
fool any too vigilant observers. The 
house in which this strange pair lived 
was totally destroyed by shell-fire in 
the early stages of the war and the 
girl herself has not been seen by any 
one connected with the village since 
her disappearance following her dis 
covery of her husband's body lying 
beside one of the German guns and 
clad tn a German uniform.”

The total 
exports scarcely exceeded 5,500,000,000 
cigarettes, yet production reached 73. 
669,000,000, an Increase of 89 per 
cent,

Birds Public Benefactors 

Contrary to popular opinion, says 
the biological survey, various birds eat 
even the hairy types of caterpillars, 
like those of the tussock gypsy and 
brown tail moths, and the tent cater- 
pillars, That bureau has found for- 
ty-five species of birds which feed ex- 
tensively on the alfalfa weevil, while 
sixty-six attack the cotton boll-weevil. 
Orioles will pick weevils out of the 
squares or flower buds of the cotton, 
while swallows feed on them when in 
flight and extending their range. Mal- 
lard ducks have been effectively used 
in ponds for mosquito control, Red- 
eyed vireos seem to be attracted by 
fall webworms, while cutworms form 
a large part of the diet of starlings, 
crows and jackdaws. Blackbirds help 
to keep down the number of boll 
worms and many other pests, Spar- 
rows and other birds have been ob- 
served to clean up infestations of 
termites, Birds should be regarded as 
an ever-present force that should be 
kept at a maximum efficiency by pro 
tective measures so that their serv- 
ice may be utilized whenever possible.

English as She Is Written 

English as she is written is a sorry 
mess. We say one thing, and generally 
write something else. There is no close 
correlation between the spoken and 
written word. Since our ancestors 
spoke before they ever thought of using 
the alphabet, it is hard to understand 
or account for the flagrant incon- 
sistencies in spelling. AS a result, 
we spend many years in school trying to 
learn how Webster says the words 
ought to be spelled and many of us go to 
our graves without ever learning. Of 
course words really ought not to be 


spelled that way anyway. The “right” 
way is frequently wrong; thousands of 


spelled. 


The existence of a dictionary tends 
to standardize spelling. Yet language is 
constantly changing. Not only are new 
words added to it, but old words are 
being changed. This change should 
make spelling more simple, and closer 
phonetically to the spoken word. 


There is probably no other extensively 
used language where so much dis- 
crepancy exists. French is fairly phon- 
etic, and so are German, Russian, 
Spanish and Italian; the latter prob- 
ably more than any other. It is puzz- 
ling to most foreigners to know that we 
should have to learn to spell words, 
when they merely write the words as 
they are pronounced. Ours is quite a 
distinct and at the same time unfor- 
tunate case. 

“Furrow” and “thorough” rhyme in 
sound, and their endings should, log- 
ically, be written alike. But try to be 
logical and someone is ready to commit

murder on you. 
sound ought to be spelled alike.

>: WATER DEPARTMENT 

Nincteen pre have signed for water 
services, and twelve of this number have been 
installed. ‘ 

blag June 2nd, saw the completion of 

the Lowell Street job. Approximately 3500 

feet of 6 inch and 8 inch pipe have been laid, 

The water was turned on and everything is 

satisfactory. After digging beyond Living- 

ston’s house many large bowlders had to be 
removed from the ditch which slowed up the 
work, 

The kerosene melting pot that was purch- 
ased recently has the capacity of melting 
100 pounds of lead in 9 minutes. The old 
melting pot required 1 hour and 20 minutes 
to melt the same quantity of lead. After the 
lead is melted the heat can be regulated so 
that it does not bum the metal. Five gallons 
of kerosene is all that is required to keep the 
burner going for ten hours. ‘This device 
gave excellent service in burning out the 
Joints on the 10 inch main on Haverhill 
Street. 

: PARK DEPARTMENT 

The garden plots at the park were two and 
three inches below the grade of the adjacent 
lawns. These low places were filled with 
loam which greatly improves the appearance 
of the park. 

The culvert running from Andover street 
near the fire house in Ballardvale across the 
Town property had fallen in, which made 
the water back up and flow over the Railroad 
tracks. The cause of the culvert falling in 
was due to pieces of lumber and sticks being 
allowed to get into the culvert thereby 
clogging it. The culvert was repaired and a 
grate was placed over the inlet to prevent a 
similar occurrence. 

The pipe backstop on the Ballardvale 
Playstead had corroded and fallen down. 
This has been repaired. 

The baseball diamond at the same play- 
stead has been laid out according to standard 
regulations, and is now under construction. 

The red pines at the Pumping Station were 
planted and are thriving. 

: Hicuway DEtARTMENT 
_ The wet weather has retarded the blanket- 
ing of streets. Where the treated roads have 
shown signs of “bleeding”, sand has been 
added to increase the wearing surface. 

The gasolene shovel is doing excellent 
work on the Haverhill street job, and things 
are progressing according to schedule. 
Louis Cyr is doing the excavating at a cost 
of .6814 cents per cubic yard and will haul the 
borrow for .80 cents per cubic yard. The 
bids were as follows:

loading and hauling gravel, 950 cubic feet, 
80. 


Louis Cyr quoted a price on ledge as 
follows — $8.00 per cubic yard for ledge on 
the west side of bridge near stone wall; $3.00 
per cubic yard for all other ledge. These 
quotations were agreeable to the state 
engineer. In accordance with a request from 
the State Engineer several pictures of the 
bridge were taken prior to the actual con- 
struction. 

A culvert on Abbot Street was plugged 
during the construction of that road a few 
years ago. This has now been cleaned out. 

Hot top gutters have been constructed on 
Chestnut Street from a point beyond Main 
street to Bartlet street. This is the main 
approach to the Park, and now presents a 
much better appearance. ‘ 

Stone bounds have been set on Harding 
street and Carmel road. Those for Dufton 
road will be set shortly according to the 
new line of the street. The 36’ reinforced 
cement pipe has been laid and the hole filled 
with excavated material from Haverhill 
street. 

A sign has been posted on Essex Street 
near the R. R. crossing warning people of the 
cross road. - 

Some of the cement slabs on Riverina 
road and Wolcott avenue were raised due to 
the frost coming out of the ground, Those 
have been repaired. 

At a dangerous part of Salem streetynear 
Prospect Hill road a highway fence has been 
erected as a safeguard. 

On Red Spring road near Abbott's there 
was a culvert that gave considerable trouble 
due to clogging up. A catch basin was built 
which remedied the difficulty. 

The work on High street was started 
Monday, June 4th. The drain pipe is being 
laid and the road is now under construction. 

One of the horses that has served the 
Town faithfully for the last thirteen year 
has been sent to the Home for crippled and 
aged horses in Methuen.

CARRIES DEAD WIFE 
ON 30-MILE DRIVE 


Frightened Mate Brings 
Body of Bride to Mother. 


Ottawa, Ill.—With the body of his 
girl-bride on the automobile seat be- 
side him a few evenings ago, Louis 
Groves of South Ottawa, stunned with 
fear and grief, sped to the home of 
his parents at Granville, 30 miles 
away. Time and again as the car 
would swing around curves on the 
road that led through Peru and Spring 
Valley the body would roll off to the 
floor of the car. Without slackening 
the pace he would lift it back on the 
seat with his left hand, continuing to 
steer with his right. 

Through the towns and villages 
through which he passed he narrowly 
missed running into pedestrians and 
vehicles, but he didn’t even slow up. 
Only one thing was on his mind—to 
get to his mother as quickly as he 
could with his wife whom he was con- 
vinced had suffered some attack or 
stroke and was merely unconscious. 

Townsfolk Suspicious. 

He didn’t know his wife was dead 
and that for the next 24 hours the 
townspeople would hold suspicions 
that he might have been responsible 
for her death and that it would take 
an autopsy and a coroner’s jury to 
free him of that suspicion. 

Late in summer Groves, who for- 
merly lived with his mother at Gran 
ville, and Miss Julia Bell Hill of Sen- 
eca, Ill., were married and touk up 
their residence at South Ottawa. 
where the groom was employed by a 
furniture firm. The bride, a beautt- 
ful young woman, had just passed her 
elghteenth birthday a week before the 
wedding. She was a June graduate 
of the high school in her home town. 
The few months the couple lived in 
their cozy apartments was a real 
honeymoon, according to the neigh- 
bors. 

A few evenings ago Louis came 
home from the store, ate supper with 
his wife, and then helped her with the 
dishes. He then went out to the ga 
rage to clean his car and was gone 
about twenty-five minutes. 

When he returned to the house he 
found Mrs, Groves lying on the bed. 
He spoke to her and received no reply. 
Then he shook her gently and still 
there was no response. Her eyes were 
open but did not leok at him. He be 
came panic stricken. There was an- 
other family in the next apartment 
but his first thought and impulse was 
to go to his mother’s home. He 
grabbed his overcoat and threw it 
about his wife and carried her to the 
car and was off for Granville. 

It was nearly eight o'clock when he 
left South Ottawa and nine when he 
reached Granville. He was bewildered 
when he staggered into his mother’s 
home, bearing his wife in his arms. 
He thought she was only unconscious 
as her body was still warm. His fa 
ther immediately called a physician 
who pronounced her dead for more 
than an hour and a half. 

The news of the woman's death 
quickly spread through Granville and 
many began to talk of suicide or mur- 
der. There was no sign of violence 
on her body, although her dress be 
came soiled when she slipped dewn te 
the floor of the car. No evidence of 
acids or polson, but the story of such 
a sudden and mysterio” ‘onth vaused 
the state’s attorney coroner to 
take action. 

Decide on Autopsy. 

An autepsy was decided upon and 
this was held next day. Groves was 
questioned closely by the state’s at- 
torney, but stuck to his story. The 
autopsy, however, cleared the young 
man of suspicion, as the surgeon who 
performed it decided the young wom 
an died from natural causes, All vital 
organs of the body were found nor- 
mal except the thymus gland, which 
was enlarged to the size of an ordil- 
nary hand, and its action, called stat- 
us lymphaticus, had pressed down on 
the heart until that organ ceased to 
function. 

The coroner’s jury brought tn a ver- 
dict according to the finding of the 
surgeon who performed the autopsy 
The only doubt that was in their 
minds was why the husband did not 
call a Scuth Ottawa physician instead 
of making the mad 380-mile drive to 
Granville. His own actions, when 
questioned, convinced the members 
that the finding of his wife, as he 
thought, unconscious, was such a 
shock to him that he was unable to 
act normally,

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HUDSON STRAITS | 
FOUND ICE-FREE 


Airmen Discover Outlet of 
Bay Blocked by Floes 
From North. 


Toronto, Ont.—Unexpected condi- 
tions in Hudson straits, the outlet of 
Hudson bay to the Atlantic and there- 
fore of the new Hudson Bay railway 
trade with Europe, have been discov- 
ered by a Canadian government aerial 
survey party during the last three 
months. 

Hitherto {t has been claimed that 
the straits were not open for naviga- 
tion for more than three months in 
the year. Some authorities placed the 
period at one month—late August and 
early September. Two months was 
generally accepted as about the limit. 
The most favorable estimates never 
placed the closing date for navigation 
later than mid-October. Yet October 
15, 1927, in the straits, dawned fair 
and warm. Airmen climbed into their 
machines and soared out over the 
lonely Arctic waters. No ice was in 
sight. Not only were the straits free 
of it, but none could be discerned in 
the southern reaches of Fox channel. 

November came and still there were 
no signs of ice. The weeks passed 
and late in November a patrol north- 
ward into Fox channel returned with 
the information that an ice pan was 
slowly drifting southward. Not till 
the first week in December did it 
reach the straits. By December 10, 
the airman reported that a huge ice 
pan blocked the western entrance to 
the straits, stretching from Notting- 
ham island to the coast of Labrador. 

Straits Never Freeze. 

It is believed the straits never freeze 
over. The current is too fast. How- 
ever, each autumn, ice drifts down 
from Fox channel into the western end 
of the straits and through the straits, 
to the Atlantic. Green, tough Arctic 
ice, which the summer sun could not 
melt, but only reduce to great irreg- 
ular chunks. Vast fields of this ice 
drift into the straits. 

The straits, however, are from 50 
to 100 miles in width and the range of 
vision of a man on board ship does 
not exceed 12 miles. Hence the gov- 
ernment has thought it possible that 
there might be open water in the 
straits the year around !f a ship's cap- 
tain knew where to find it. 

That is a question yet to be de- 
termined. But whether an open chan- 
nel through the winter exists or not, 
the fact was established that this year 
the straits were free of ice until De- 
cember 10, 

Navigation in Hudson straits in 1927 
Was open as long as it was on the 
Great Lakes. Unless 1927 proves to 
huve been an exceptional year this 
fact will revolutionize opinion respect- 
ing the possibilities of the Hudson 
bay traffic route. 

The aerial survey party has estab- 
lished three bases, at Nottingham 
island at the Hudson bay end of the 
struits, at Wakeham bay midway 
through, and at Cape Burwell on the 
Atlantic. The distance from Notting- 
ham island to Cape Burwell, that is, 
the length of the straits, is 450 miles. 

Linked by Wireless. 

The expedition left Sydney, N. S., 
July 15 last, arrived in the straits in 
September, had its bases established 
and was ready for flying October 15. 
It is in almost dally communication 
with Ottawa by low wave wireless. 
Since October 15 the straits have been 
under daily observation of these pilots, 
aloft in their cockpits. Air patrols 
have been carried out in three direc- 
tions from each base—east, north and 
west, so that an area 100 miles wide 
and 1,000 miles long has been flown 
over almost every day. 

The greatest dangers they have re 
ported come from the granite cliffs 
which form the shores of the straits. 
They rise hundreds of feet. In fair 
weather they are not dangerous but 
in a fog they are a serious menace, 
Woe to the flyer who misjudges their 
position, 

The Hudson Bay railway, it is ex- 
pected, will be complete by 1929, The 
Hudson straits aerial survey will re- 
main at work until the spring of that 
year, by which time it will have com- 
piled detailed information respecting 
conditions on Hudson straits that will 
facilitate the new stream of naviga- 
tion expected to develop. Quite pos- 
sibly a permanent alr patrol will be 
maintained to reduce the hazards of 
this bottle neck,

Americans in Ranks 


of Canadian Legion 

In the earlier years of the World 
war many thousands of Americans 
joined the Canadian expeditionury 
forces. Such an incident as here fol- 
lows was of daily occurrence in Cana- 
dian recruiting depots. 

The place, say, is Calgary. There 
walks in a strapping, travel-stained 
man. “You're British, of course?” 
says the recruiting officer, carelessly. 
“T’'ve come in from Spokane.” “Um 
Sorry, but we can't take you. Only 
British, you know,” says the recrult- 
ing officer, but he gives the man a 
queer sort of look, which ts lost upon 
him for the moment. 


The man moves off, crestfallen. A

no statistical data available at present, 
would bear investigation. I refer to the 
effect which instalment accounts may be 
having upon open charge account. My 
observation leads to the belief that there are 
a very considerable number of people who 
are buying both on the charge account and 
on the instalment plan. The instalment 
account seems to be getting first considera- 
tion for payment and the open account is 
being let slide. ‘To what extent this is pre- 
valent is not definitely known, but I believe 
a survey of the situation would throw some 
light on the extrme slowness of open ac- 
count collections at the present time. 
Relation of Sales to Past Due Accounts 
There is a direct ratio between the in- 
creasing number of past due accounts and 
diminishing sales volume. To some extent 
of course, both of these are the effects of 
general business conditions, and one may not 
necessarily be the cause of the other. In 
this period of intense competition, however, 
the salesman’s temptation is to get the 
business regardless of the credit standing of 
the customer. The sales department should 
get the point of view of the credit depart- 
ment and the credit department should get 
the point of view of the sales department. 
They should work in harmony with and not 
as distinct and often antagonistic units 
independent of each other. If salesmen were 
in on collections rather than sales the 
yusiness firms of this country would soon 
have a much more permanent and higher 
grade of credit customers. On the other 
hand, credit men by using indiscriminate 
methods can very easily alienate many of the 
firm’s best customers. Both departments 
should work in close harmony. The Bab- 
sonchart of business continues to register 
5 per cent above normal.”

Took Many Years to 
Produce Modern Bed 


Included in the world’s long list of 
human benefactors ig the unknown 
man who first invented beds. The 
earliest beds — wicker bedsteads, 
formed of the midribs of palm leaves 
—are found figured in ancient Egyp- 
tian paintings. Ages ago the Egyp- 
tlans either slept on their day couches, 
which were long and straight, some- 
times possessing a back made of 
bronze, alabaster, gold, or ivory, and 
richly cushioned, or they reposed on 
low pallets made of palm boughs, with 
wooden pillows hollowed out for the 
head, 

A recent writer reminds us that the 
evolution of beds in England stretches 
over a period of 700 years. Through- 
out the Thirteenth century even kings’ 
beds consisted very largely of straw. 

In later medieval times people all 
but sat up in their beds, so high at 
the upper end were the long mat- 
tresses lifted on piles of cushions. 
After the Twelfth century beds were 
occusionally made of bronze and oth 
er metals, but more often of wood, 
carved and encrusted with ornament 

Narrow, at first, they gradually in 
creased in size until they reached a 
width of four yurds, In such huge 
beds, we are told, “parents, children 
and sometimes doys, were wont to 
take their night’s rest.”
